THE CITY ELECTION. 


The election of Mr. Bartlett over Mr. 


Peach for assessor for three years, while 
not surprising, was certainly unexpected. 
Mr. Bartlett had the "boys" and younger 
element with him and did tome "hust- 
ling" which beat the older candidate. 
"Site less experienced man has been 
elected, but we believe he will make a 
good assessor for all that. 


The election of all the Republican can- 


didates for council was probably not a 
party result, but the result of the voter's 
choice.

the wide circulution of t1 e slander." 


rricnd» oT Cnlmni' Call. 


NPW York, Dec. Hi.—The organi- 


zation known as the Friends of Cuba 
has issued the following cnll: "To the 
the Anfriean Public—Fellow-citizens, 
we are informed through the columns 
of the daily press thatSpa'n has added 
another to the long1 li.st of outrages 
committed by her. 
Failing in her ef- 


forts to suppress the people of Cuba in 
their struggle for liberty by the ordi- 
nary methods employed by civilized 
Nations in warfare, she must needs rc- 
bort to treachery and bribery to ac- 
complish by tiiok and stealth what 
her impotent army and incompetent 
generals failed to accomplish by arms. 
"We call your attention to tho dastard- 
ly murder of that gallant leader of 
the Cuban people, Gjn. Mncco, invci- 
pled into amn.sh under the flag of 
truce and there with liis companions 
foully murdered. That is the latest 
accomplishment of Spain. Con we, as 
citi/.i ns of the United yttites, stand by 
and let this crime pass by unnoticed?

hatred towards Dr. Zertucha is almost 
as intense, and an attempt on his life, 
if the chalice should occur, would 
not l<e surprising.

Madrid, Deo. 16.—The dissatisfaction 


with Gen. Weyler's conduct of affairs 
in Cuba grows apace here. The minis- 
terial papers complain about his re- 
turning to Havana to receive an unde- 
served ovation instead of vigorously 
pursuing the insurgents iu the pro- 
vince of Pinar del Rio.
